JU DGM ENT IN WATERFORD 


COUNCIL APPLICATION, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

Judgment Was given in the case of the 
Watertord County Council v. O'Higgins and 
others, in which an application = Order 
42, Rule 9, was made by the Waterford 
County Council for liberty to issne execution 
o foot of a judgment marked against T. F. 
O'Higgins, the RR in a bond dated the 
13th November, , to secure the due per- 
formance hy “as of hi® duties as rate col- 
lector for the plaiutifis, and also against Mary 
O'Higgins and Daniel Fraher, his sureties 
under the bond. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in his considered judg- 
ment, said that the amount for Bans judg- 
went had been marked was £2,590 in respect 
oí moneys embezzled by the defendant, T. F. 
Q’ Higgius, out of his collections during the 
financial year 1924-1925. The application was 
not opposed by the principal or Mary 
O'Higgins, his wife; but the other surety, 
Daniel Fraher, asked that issues might he 
settled and tried to determine whether he was 
liable or not. 

ALLEGED FALSE CERTIFICATES. 

The ground of his claim to have isgues sent 
for trial was that he had been discharged from 
liability by the conduct of the plaintiffs. In 
general terms he suggested non-compliance 
with the terms of the Public Bodies Order of 


1904, which imposed certain duties on the 
water iffs, and, in particular, his case had 
een baseé on three specific matters. These 


were that the plaintiffs issued to the collector 
the warrant and books for the collection of 
the ensuing year before the warrant for. the 
current year had been closed, thus enabling 
him to use the moneys of the latter year to 
clear off his arrears for the assa k that 
the aooks awd accounts were not checked, 
in purstiance the provisions of the Public 
Bodies Order, by an authorised checker; that 
the checker, Who was an unauthorised person, 
issued certifi@a¥es that all the books had been 
produced atd vouched, when, in fact, they 
had not been so produced and vouched. It 
had been argued for the Gouncil that in law 


none of these matters, even if true, could 
afford a defence. inasmuch as none of them 
amounted to such conduct as in law would 
discharge the surety. 

The law on this subjeot was now clearly 
established. By a long suecession of cases it 
had been established in the case of fidelity 
cuarantees that, even though the psincipal 


creditor or obligee of the bond was guilty of 
laches, négligence or passive acquiescence, the 
surety wonld not be discharged unless he 
could establish that the person to whom the 
surety was, bound bY his conduct prevented 
the principal from fulfilling his duties under 
the bond or connived at the omission of the 
duties, or, by the omission of some duty 
owed to the surety, enabled the principal to 
commit the breaches, and further proved that 
but for the conduct of the obligee the breaches 
of duty would not have been committed. 
LAW AGAINST THE SURETY. 

His Lordship had read carefully the affidavit 
of Fraher, and, though it was obviously 
drawn by a lawyer with one eye on the 
decided cases on negligence and laches, it 
had been sworn by the surety to be to the 
best of his information true, and it contained 
affirmations of fact which, if established by 
legal evidence on a trial, might bring the 
case within the third or fourth propositions of 
law that his lordship had laid down. 

Coming to a very important question of 
practice—namely, what burden of proof was 
to be exacted from a defendant on an 
application of this kind before issues 
could be granted. Mr. Justice Hanna said 
tha: he was of opinion that, as it was a 
summary procedure, it would be unreasonable 
to ask a defendant to discharge any gréater 
burden at this stage than to make a prima 
facie case that he had. or might have, when 
all the facts were available a good answer 
to the clain. He had come to the conclusion 
that no case was made out for an issue, on 
the ground that the books for one year were 
handed out before the preceding vear had 
been closed: There was no duty to the con- 
trary owed to the suretv. He was, however, 
of the opinion that there was an issue «f 
fact to be tried on the question of the un- 
authorised check and the alleged false certifi- 


cates. This issue of fact must be determined 
before one could apply the propositions of 


law that had beeu laid down. The law was 
against the surety and he had a heavy burden 
to discharge, but f » as WH as 
that it involved gi judgment ‘for a large, 
and possibly abha, sum of money, his 
Lordship iganed in his favour on the applica 


tion,

DUBLIN NURSE’S ACTION, 


DAMAGES AGAINST STEP. 
FATHER. 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE HANNA AND A 
COMMON JURY.) 
The hearing was resumed of the action .n 
which Miss Annie Booth, of Cork Street 
Fever Hospital, Dubiin, nutse, claimed £1,900 
damages for alleged libel against her step- 
father. Richard Roe, of Heath Cottage, 
Abbeyleix, tarmer. There was a second 


action at the suit of the plainti ft against the 
defendant in respect of alleged malicious 
prosecution and false imprisonment. The two 
actions were tried as one. 

On behalf of the plaintiff it was alleged 
that on the 20th April last the defendant 
falsely and maliciously wrote to the Matron 
of Cork Street Fever Hospital, and published 
of the plaintiff the following words :—" Will 
you please inform Nurse Booth, of your in- 
titution, that 1 have prohibited the removal 


of two boxes, taken by her from Heath 
Cottage, Abbdyleix, and deposited with 
Messi's. Wilde Bros., Ab)evleix, until either 
(1) they are opened and examined in her 
presence tere, or .2), eZamined. under a 
searvh warrant issued to the police for 
that purpose. In the latter case, it 
may also involve a search elsewhere. 


Would it be too much to ask you to forward 
me the nurse’s decision as to which course 
she wishes to be adopted?’ By these words 
the plaintiff alleged that the defendant meant, 
and was understood to mean, that the plaintiff 
was dishonest and had stolen the property 
from the defendant’s house. 

The defendant. in his defence, denied hav- 
ing sworn an information praying for a war- 
rant for the plaintiff's arrest, or that he 
procured the granting of a warrant for the 
plaintiff's apprehension, or " donald the plain- 
tiff to be arrested or imprisoned, as alleged. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. J.

puted to them, and assessed damages at £50. 
In regard to the action for malicious prosecu- 


tion, the jury found that the defendant was 
actuated by malice, and assessed damages at 
£200. Judgment was entered for the plaintiff, 
with costs In each case.

A really free vote by Dail Eireann on 
a matter of national importance is a rare 
thing, but to-day the opportunity for such 
a vote has been created by an accident 
of politics.

Johnson and other members urged that an 
expression of the Daiil’s opinion on the late 
Minister’s policy was desirable from his 
successor’s point of view, and the Presi- 
dent, yielding to their representations, 
put the motion on the.order paper for 
to-day. Ve hope that there will be no 
further postponement. Mr, Cosgrave, the 
author of the motion, went to London last 
night; but, since all the arguments have 
been exhausted, his presence at the voting 
does not seem to be essential. If the vote 
is taken to-day, it can be taken in an 
unfamiliar atmosphere of independence ;

MR. J. H. CRAIG’S PICTURES. 
Mr. J. Humbert Craig, A.R.H.A., the 
Northern Irish artist. is always assured of a 
welcome in Dublin, whether he comes with a 
few pictures to the Royal Hibernian Academy 
exhibition, or treats the capital to a full ex- 
hibition such as that. which was opened at 
Mills’s Hall, Merrion Row, yesterday. i 

Virtually the whole of the 58 paintings in 
the collection are landscapes, seen and re- 
corded in the artist’s native Glens of Antrim 
and in Donegal. There are also some bits of 
mountain, sea and Western atmosphere from 
Connemara, and one delightful study of the 
Sands at Malahide (37). A first impression 
of the exhibition is the general high standard 
to which Mr. Craig has attained. 

Mr. Craig has a wonderful sympathy with 
Nature, in her gentle moods, when the sun 
and the shadows are on the moorland and the 
bog, and where limped rivers sparkle beneath 
the trees. Like Borrow, he says to himself. 
é There's wind on the heath, brother,” and cff 
he goes to reproduce it, because he likes being 
there. There is nothing abstract or formal in 
‘The Loop” (27), @ delightful river picture 
from Antrim. . Visitors will thoroughly enjoy 
the mirror-like pool, with its suspicions of re- 
flected colour, and the brilliance of its shingled 
bank. This picture Ind the ‘two Connemara 
landscapes. (10 and 11) were purchased bv 
connoisseurs before the exhibition was opened 
to the public. -The Connemara pair are ex- 
pressive of the grandeur and vastness of 
nature.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 

The suggestion put forward by the Jrish 
Times Political Correspondent to-day, that 
an agreed settlement should be effected: in 
regard to the Boundary and that Articles XH.

This section argues on the assumption that 
if it is sate) bl to the Free State it 
will be of such a nature that the North will 
be able to accept it. They contend that the 
Free State. having insisted upon the setting 
up of the Boundary Commission.in face of Sir 
James Craig’s frequent invitations to settle 
the matter in Ireland by mutual consent,. the 
Commission should complete its report, and 
that it be brought into operation. 


THE LONGER VIEW. 

On the other hand, there is an influential 
section which takes the longer view. They 
desire the best possible solution for the 
future of the whole country, and particularly 
há North. is section is of the 
opinion that a solution reached by agreement 
would be much more advantageous in the 
long run, and would lead to a development of 
even more harmonious relations than those 
which have been growing up between North 
and South during the past few years. 

, As. far as I can find, however, both sec- 
tions are In favour.of the Boundary matter 
and all associated questions involved’ in the 
Treaty being settled at as early a date as 
possible.

The trial of the twelve Communists on 
charges of seditious conspiracy concluded -at 
the Old Bailey, London, last. evenipg, when 
the jury, after retiring for twenty minutes, 
found all the defendants guilty on all. counts. 
Five were sentenced to twelve months and 
the remainder to six months, all.in the second 
division. 

The prisonérs, who all wore red roses in 
their buttonholes, were :—Albert Samuel Ink- 
pin (41), Secretary of the Communist Party 
of.

Justice Swift replied that it wasmet a 
political offence, and he preposed that such 
as were sent to prison should go to the 
second division; it would keep them from the 
ordinary criminal classes. 


REFUSAL TO BE BOUND OVER. 

Passing sentences, the Judge said that it 
was obvious from the evidence that the 
defendants were members of an illegal party,

AGAINST FOREIGN PLAYS. 


BERLIN, Wednesday. 

If one visitg the Berlin theatres nowadays, 
it is virtually certain that the play will . be 
by a foreign author, probably Mr. Bernard 
Shaw, Mr, Somerset Mangham, Mr. Gals- 
worthy, and Signor Pirandello. The Society 
of German Dramatists has issued a protest 
against this ‘‘foreignisation’’ of the Berlin 
stage. It points out that in October there 
were 388 performances of foreign plays in 
Berlin theatres, as compared with 182 perform- 
ances of native pieces. The Society obdjects'to 
the ‘‘ mass importation ” of theatrical’ pro- 
ductions, which, it ‘says, are no better in 
quality or ' power of attraction” ‘than Ger- 
man plays. The Society says that it is not at 
all opposed to the performance of plays by 
distinguished foreign writers in Germany, but 
it holds that the German drama should be 
fostered in the first place.—(Reuter.)

BRILIAANT CAVALRY CHARGE.

RASHAYA, Via BEIRUT, Wednesday. 

The relief of the beseiged Rashaya garri- 
son brings the first victory in the Frénch 
offensive in the Lebanor, as well as the 
attainment of the first objective to be secured 
in the extensive campaign to extinguish the 
Druse rebellion in Syria. 

1 entered Rashaya under Druse rifle fire, 
with the French infantry, after the capture 
of the city by the French cavalry, last night. 
The French manouvre, through the Bekaa 
Plain, culminated: with a magnificent charge 
of the. Spahi cavalry, on the slopes: of a small 
ridge of Mount Hermon, where the Druses, 
who had surrounded the Rashaya citadc! for 
the last four days, had almost succeeded in 
defeatirg the garrison of 250 men. The 
French victory was made possible by a 
24 hours’ march of the French infantry, 
cavalry, and artillery. 

The French cavalry charge was exception- 
ally fine. They charged under a bun of 
French machine-gun fire. French ‘‘75’s”’ 
were, meanwhile, bombarding the Druse 
villages. As soon as the citadel was relieved, 
the French turned their attention to four of 
the neighbouring Druse villages, from which 
the rebels had been firing, and this morning 
they were still ablaze, on the slopes of Mour.t 
Hermon, having been fired by the French, 
French officers declare that the fighting has 
been. marvellous on both sides, the Druses 
fighting with suicidal bravery, ard the French 
defending the citadel in a most heroic manner. 

The garrison fought without food, and al- 
most every cartridge was gone, while the 
Druse rebels attacked with grenades—long- 
handled grenades, which the French claim are 
not‘old stock, but material recently made in 
Germany, and smuggled through Palestine. 

Reports from Merj Ayun indicate that the 
French forces are moving eastward from 
there, and thev show that a general French 
offensive is taking place on the entire front.

In 
return, the Syrians are prepared to conclude 
a Treaty of Alliance with France, to be valid 
for twenty or thirty years, in virtue of which 
France, with the consent of the inhabitants 
of the Lebanon, is to have the right to a 
naval base at Beirut, and so maintain a gar- 
rison in the Lebanon, 

In case of war, the Syrians will undertake 
to raise contingents of troops for France, to 
be equipped by the French Government. 

For her part, France will undertake the 
external defence of Syria until the country has 
sufficient forces to maintain its own security. 
Syria undertakes to employ French experts in 
the civil administration, and military instruc-

BODY WASHED ASHORE. 


While a storm off Redcar, Yorkshire, was 
at its height yesterday, a small motor ship 
was observed being driven on to the rocks. 
The Redear lifeboat put out to the vessel’s 
assistance, but returned, reporting the total 
wrec:: of an unknov n vessel with the loss of 
the crew, estimated at eight. A ship's boat, 
which was later washed ashore, bears the 
name, Grace, Yarmouth. Some hours after 
the wreck the dead body of a sailor was 
washed ashore. 


' FISHING VESSEL LOST. 

Off Flamborough Head a steam drifter was 
struck by a heavy sea and sunk. The ship 
was quite close to the- beach at the time, and 
the crew could be seen on the deck. The 
lifeboat was launched, and, after a search of 
several hours, reported that no trace of the 
crew could be found. It is believed that 
the vessel was a Scottish boat returning home 
after the close of the herring fishing season. 


WRECK OFF FRASERBURGH. 

Yesterday morning a German destroyer 
was driven on to the rocks at Rosehearty 
during the gale. Tremendous seas were 
running at the time, and the vessel is sup- 
posed to have broken adrift while being 
towed from Scapa Flow. There’ was no 
sign of life on board. 


SHIP'S CREW RESCUED. 

The crew of six of the steamer Whinstone, 
of Stromness, were landed at Grimsby last 
night ‘by the Spurn lifeboat. The Winstone 
left Hull on Tuesday night with a cargo of oil 
cake for Berwick. After running aground on 
the Haile Sands she got off, but while running 
before the gale some ropes fell overboard and 
fouled the propellor, rendering the vessel un- 
managable. e anchor was dropped off Salt- 
fleet, and several lifeboats responded to the 
signals of distress sent out from the ship. 
The crew were rescued from the ship, which 
is now aground, by Breeches buoy. 


GALE AT LOWESTOFT. 

Following a lull, great “yee of wind from 
the North-Rast dashed high seas over the de- 
fences at the low-lying parts of Lowestoft. 
Water poured into the houses through the 
lower rooms, causing mych damage, and 
fishermen carried their children shoulder-high 
to safety, while those returning from school 
could not get home. Fish-curing and other 

remises were isolated by the swirling waters. 
es of the herring drifters ran in during the 
ay, and skippers reported that the weather 
at sea was the worst they had known for a 
long time. 

VESSEL ON ROCKS. 

During a heavy gale and snowstorm at 
South Shields yesterday the steamer P.C. 71, 
which was being towed.to Scotland to be 
broken up, tore adrift from the tug boat 
pi “Pé on the rocks. There were. only 
two men on board. Rescuers rushed to the 
scene, and two men were lowered down the 
cliff for a. distance of about a hundred feet. 
They managed to effect communication with 
the steamer, and the crew were dragged 
through the surf, all four men being hauled 
up the clifis in a breeches buoy.

This afternoon's debate on the Rating and 
Valuation Bill proved more interesting than 
was the case yesterday, since the first amend- 
ment dealt with related to the vexed question 
of the rating of machinery. The proposals of 
the Government. in this respect were contained 
in ‘Clause 24, and Mr. Barker moved the 
omission of the whole of the provisions on 
the ground that. the. unrating of machinery 
used for manufacturing purposes, whilst leav- 
ing the burden on machinery for power pur- 
poses; meant merely shifting it from the 
wealthy to the poorer ratepayers and business 
people. The argument had been advanced 
that the proposals in the bill would promote 
trade, but he had made a calculation that if 
the clause was carried, sugar would be reduced 
by only 33d. ton, and beer by jd. a barrel. 
Did anyone imagine that in either of these 
cases the consumer would get the benefit?

A CANADIAN CASE 
RECALLED, 


———- 


The Times, in its editorial comment, 
states:—The retirement of the Free State 
Commissiover immediately before the award 
of tne Irish Boundary Commission hes a 
curiously close precedent in an important 
Canadian arbitration of forty-five years ago. 
That fact has already been noted in these 
columns, but the circumstances may 
worth recalling in greater detail. It was a 
case of arbitration between the Provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec under Section 142 of the 
British North America Act of 1867, and re- 
lated to the decision and adjustment of the 
debts, credits, liabilities, properties and 
assets of Upper Canada and Lower Canada. 
The Act provided that there should be three 
arbitrators, representing respectively the Go- 
vernments of Ontario, Quebec, and Canada. 
The ‘ arbitrators were duly appointed and 
first. met on August 3lst, 1869. 

At the nineteenth meeting, « May 28th, 
1870, a difference arose as to the basis upon 
whieh the arbitration should proceed, and 
that difference eventually led to the with- 
drawal of the representative of Quebec, the 
Government of Quebec claiming the power to 
revoke his appointment. The award, how- 
ever, was made on September 3rd, 1870, by 
ths two remaining arbitrators. The validity 
of the award was contested and came before 
the Privy Council in 1878, when Lord Cairns 
(the Lord Chancellor of the day), Lord Sel- 
horng, and the other members of the Court

BIOGRAPHER OF DICKENS. 


The Times, in announcing the death of Mr. 
Percy Fitzgerald in London on Tuesday, in 
his 96th year, says:—He will be chiefly re- 
membered as the friend and biographer of 
Dickens, but he was also a writer of ex- 
traordinary fertility and resource, executed 
many sculptures, painted and drew, and was 
an indefatigable collector. Percy Hethering- 
ton Fitzgerald was the son of Mr. Thomas 
Fitzgerald, M.P., of Fane Valley, Co. Louth. 

e. was sent to Stonyhurst, and then went 
to Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
graduated. In 1855 he was called to the Irish 
Bar, but obtained no general practice, though 
for several years he was an official prosecutor 
for the Crown. While still comparatively 
foung, and with his younger son's portion, 
he migrated to London to make his living as 
@ writer. Some years afterwards, on the 
death of his brother, he succeeded to the 
family, property. 

It. happened that while in Dublin he had 
made some local sketches illustrating 
Swift’s ' life.. These he sent ' to 
a writer named - John Forster,’ who, 
as he chanced to hear, was engaged 
on the Dean 's biography. “ The grateful and 
steadfast man ail but propelled me into 
‘Household Words.” His first contribution 
pleased the editor, and was the beginning of 
some twenty ‘years’ work for that periodical, 
and of a life-long friendship with Charles 
Dickens. He wrote five serial stories for the 
magazine, and was paid for them £500 esch 
He also contributed to “ Household Words 
twelve articles on Holland and twenty on 
Rome.
